ROM&  (RNS)— Baptisms 
by  Protestant  ministers  are 
regarded  as  valid  by  the 
Roman  Catholic  Churcli  pro¬ 
vided  they  are  performed  with 
the  form  and  in  the  true  spirit 
of  (Kristian  doctrine  as  in¬ 
terpreted  by  the  Church. 

This  traditional  teacliing  of 
the  Catholic  Church  was  re- 
afirmed  in  a  ruling  here  by 
the  Sacred  Congregation  of 
the  Holy  Office  in  response 
to  a  questionnaire  submitted 
by  United  States  bishops  in 
regard  to  baptisms  by  Presby¬ 
terian,  Congregational,  Bap- 
tist,  Methodist  and  Disciples 
of  Christ  pastors. 

In  its  ruling,  published  in 
the  Acta  Apostolicae  Sedis, 
official  Vatican  bulletin,  the 
Holy  Office  recognized  the 
validity  of  baptisms  per¬ 
formed  by  these  ministers, 
except  in  particular  cases 
where  M  is  proved  that  the 
minister  “did  not  intend  to  do 
what  the  Church  does  or  what 
Christ  prescribed  should  be 
done." 

The  question  of  the  validity 
^of  baptisms  performed  by 
non-Catholic  denominations  is 
of  special  importance  in  the 
case  of  marriages  in  which 
the  so-caled  Pauline  privilege 
ia  invoked. 

According  to  Catholic  doc¬ 
trine,  when  a  valid  marriage 
has  been  contracted  hy  tw’o- 
un-baptized  persons  and  one 
of  them  becomes  baptized  in 
the  Catholic  faith,  he  can  have 
the  marriage  disaolved  if  the 
nn -baptised  party  refuses  to 
be  converted  or  live  ia  peace 
with  the  Christian. 

Catholic  doctrine  teaches 
that  anybody — Catholic,  Prot¬ 
estant,  or  Jew,  man,  woman, 
or  child — can  baptize  validly 
in  cases  of  emergency  and 
where  no  priest  is  available, 
provided  the  intention  ia  to 
do  what  the  -Church  does 
when  baptizing.  The  ritual 
consists  in  pouring  water  on 
the  head  of  the  person  to  be 
baptized,  meanwhile  repeat- 
•*»*  the  necessary  words:  “I 
baptiae  thee  in  the  Name  of 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost"

DOUGLASVILLE,  Oa _ (RN8)  — 

Special  thanksiving  services  were  held 
in  churches  here  for  textile  workers 
whose  prsyers  for  divine  Interventioa 
following  a  lengthy  mill  shutdosm 
have  been  answered. 

The  bankrupt  Douglas  Mill  on 
which  the  workers  depended  for  their 
livelihood  has  been  sold  to  a  South 
Carlllna  firm  which  plans  to  reopen 
tt  soon. 

The  mill  closed  last  March,  throsring 
some  450  s^orkers  out  of  Jobs.  Just 
before  Christmas,  workers  began 
prayer  sessions  for  reopening  of  the 
miU. 

J.  L.  Stlefel  and  Company,  Ine., 
operators  of  Glendale  Mills  in  South 
Carolina,  successfully  competed 
against  Consolidated  'Textile  Com¬ 
pany,  of  New  York  City,  in  a  bankrupt 
auction  in  an  Atlanta  Federal  Court. 

U.  8.  Dlstrtet  Judge  Fiank  A.  Hoop¬ 
er  confirmd  the  sale  by  court  order. 
The  SUefel  Company,  which  original¬ 
ly  had  presented  a  firm  bid  of  $300,- 
000  for  physical  property  and  $5JW0 
for  “free  assets,**  was  pushed  up  in 
bidding  by  the  New  York  firm,  srith 
final  price  $417^00.

3.  Though  many  of  the  Church  of 
England  Ministers  drank,  caroused 
and  gambled  openly,  a  public  apology 
nad  500  lbs.  of  tobacco  was  the  pen- 
ty  for  anyone  who  criticized  them. 
(1623) 

4.  No  farmer  could  sell  his  crop  of 
tobacco  until  all  Church  taxes,  dues 
and  fines  were  paid.  If  assessed  fees 
were  delinquent  the  fines  were  dou¬ 
bled.  (1623) 

5.  All  Ministers  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions,  other  than  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land,  were  forbidden  by  law  to  preach 
the  gospel,  teach,  perform  marriages, 
or  bury  the  dead.  (1643) 

6.  The  Oovemor  of  Virginia  was  re¬ 
quired  by  law  to  expell  from  the 
State  all  persons  openly  affiliated 
with  any  other  Church,  or  faith,  other 
than  that  of  the  Church  of  England. 
(1643) 

7.  The  Oovemor  and  all  other  exec¬ 
utive  officers  were  required  to  im¬ 
prison,  publicly  whip,  and  brand  with 
a  hot  iron  all  Baptists,  Quakers,  and 
Roman  Catholics,  who  refused  to  com¬ 
ply  with  the  laws  and  forms  of  wor¬ 
ship  of  the  Church  of  England.  (1643) 

8.  All  who  refused  to  have  their 
babies  christened  by  the  .C^hurch  of 
England  were  fined  2000  pounds  of 
tobacco. 

9.  In  1689  the  “Act  of  Toleraflon” 
permitted  some  Presbyterians,  Meth¬ 
odists  and  Quakers  to  preach,  but  the 
Baptists  were  still  forbidden  that 
privilege  because  they  would  not  com¬ 
promise  their  principles  erf  absolute 
liberty. 

Dr.  Hawks,  the  Episcopal  Historian, 
says:  "No  dissenters  in  Virginia  ex¬ 
perienced  harsher  treatment  than  did 
the  Baptists.  They  were  beaten,  im¬ 
prisoned,  and  cruelly  taxed.  The  state 
exhausted  Its  Ingenuity,  to  devise  new 
modes  of  punishment  and  annoy¬ 
ance.” 

Preachers  like  John  Waller,  Lewis 
Craig,  James  Childs  and  others  were 
imprisoned.  They  were  promised  re¬ 
leased  if  they  wonld  net  preach  any 
more.  As  soon  as  they  were  releaned 
they  "boldly  proclaimed  their  strfuice 
message  of  Religions  Liberty.** 

Great  statesmen,  including  Jsuases 
Madison,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Patrick 
Henry  and  others  now  Joined  hands 
with  the  persecuted  Baptists.  On 
June  It.  1176  the  leCh  Article  ef  the

“Be  faithful  to  the  word  of  Ood  in 
the  teaching  of  It  and  the  preaching 
of  it,"  were  the  words  of  President 
E.  D.  Head,  during  the  laying  of  the 
comer  stone  of  the  Memorial  Build¬ 
ing  on  the  campus  of  Southwestern 
Seminary,  January  M,  1950.

Mrs.  L.  R.  Scarborough  deposited  a 
book.  With  Christ  After  the  Lost  by 
L.  R.  Scarborough.  Mr.  E.  A.  Johnson, 
for  25  years  secretary  to  George  W, 
Truett,  placed  sermtm  notes  of  Dr. 
Truett  in  his  own  handwriting,  R 
the  comer  stone.  William  Fleming  de¬ 
posited  "A  Statement  of  Faith."  ’ 

Dr.  Head  deposited  the  remaining 
mementos— a  'Bible,  ^Tidwell's  The 
Bible  Book  by  Book,  a'Seminary  ests- 
logue,  anc.  a  program  of  the  comer 
stone  laying  service. 

Dr.  Jeff  D.  Ray,  professor  emeri¬ 
tus,  read  scripture  from  the  last  chap¬ 
ter  of  Joshua  and  from  I  Samuel  1 

After  the  laying  of  the  stone  the 
student  body  and  visitors  joined  R

of  as  being  "Narrow."  Since  the  pre- 
pondrance  of  pressure  applied  today 
is  coming  from  sources  outside  of  oar 
Baptist  constituency,  I  feel  that  the 
hour  has  arrived  for  as  to  inform  oar 
people  of  the  danger  of  letting  the 
camel  get  his  nose  onder  oar  tent. 
Oar  refnsal  to  anionise  and  to  Join 
Councils  Is  not  because  of  oar  "ignor¬ 
ance,  narrowness,"  or  "selfishness,” 
as  some  woald  have  yoa  to  believe, 
bat  becaose  of  certain  fundamental 
principles  which  arc  dearer  than  life, 
that  most  be  championed  by  a  free 
people.  Let  as  review  a  brief  period 
of  oar  history  that  fai  its  light  we  may 
see  more  clearly  the  way  we  should 
traveL 

In  the  recently  revised  "Complete 
History  of  the  United  States,”  by  de¬ 
ment  Wood,  which  I  read  last  week, 
I  observed  this  statement  In  reference 
to  the.  early  settlers  In  Massachusetts, 
"They  had  found  a  place  where  their 
worship  could  be  purified  of  all  they 
objected  to;  but  they  were  opposed 
to  freedom  of  worship.”  (Pg.  24)  Vot¬ 
ing  was  restricted  to  the  members  of 
the  Church  of  England.  Roger  Wil¬ 
liams,  was  driven  from  the  colony 
because  of  his  religious  convictions. 
"The  Ck>lony  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations  from  Hs  in¬ 
ception  had  democracy  and  religious 
freedom.”  (Pg.  25  From  the  beginning 
these  Baptists  believed  in  "Religious 
freedom.  P];eedom  of  ^;>eech.  Freedom 
of  the  Press  and  a  free  right  to  pe¬ 
tition  the  goveimmeni  for  fedress  of 
grievances.”  (Pg.  43.) 

BAPTISTS  ALWAYS  Ft)R 
RELIGIOUS  LIBERTY 

Baptists  have  led  the  way  to  Re¬ 
ligions  Liberty  for  afl.  Up  to  1776  It 
was  against  the  laws  of  all  the  Amer- 
Icstn  Colonies  except  four  to  PRO¬ 
FESS.  PUBLISH,  or  PRACTICE  the 
Baptist  faith.  I  shall  point  out  a  f«w 
of  the  laws  R)  Virginia  from  1623- 
1776,  a  period  of  152  years. 

1.  Et^  plantation  must  provke  a 
place  for  worship.  The  worship  must 
be  according  to  the  cannon  law  of 
the  Chureh  of  England.  1822) 

1.  Every  person,  regardless  of  Ms 
own  rell^ons  vlowa,  must  attend  dl- 
vIbs  Worship  on  Bonday,  oondoeted 
by  a  Chureh  of  England  Mlnlstsr.  Ths 
fins  tor  bdnsr  ahoent  one  Banday  Rtall

My  purpose  in  this  message  R  to 
Answer  clearly  the  many  current  ques¬ 
tions  being  asked  as  to  “Why  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  do  not  affiliate  with  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  and  do 
not  look  with  favor  upon  Union  Move¬ 
ments.”  In  answering  these  questions 
I  have  prepared  a  manuscript  and 
will  hold  close  to  it  as  a  guarantee  of 
saying  only  the  right  things  and  of 
being  able  bo  eorreet  any  possible 
misunderstanding.  It  is  not  In  my 
heart  to  be  critical  of  any  denomina¬ 
tion  and  an  such  references  wiU  be 
used  only  as  such  becomes  essential 
to  a  clear  answer  to  the  questions  un¬ 
der  consideration. 

Baptists  have  been  through  the 
ages  in  the  roil  of  the  persecuted, 
but  have  never  been  In  the  anChris- 
tian  position  of  being  persecutore.  In 
oar  desire  to  worship  God  according 
to  the  dictates  of  our  own  conscience, 
we  have  never  been  selfish  to  want 
that  privilege  for  oarselves  alone,  bat 
have  sacrificed  for  that  to  be  the 
right  of  everyone.  We  are  not  today 
desiroas  of  withdrawing  from  other 
denominations  the  privilege  of  Join¬ 
ing  ail  the  Coancils  or  effecting  as 
many  Unions  as  they  please.  At  the 
same  time  we  claioa  for  oarselves  the 
right  to  remain  froo  from  entangling 
alHanees,  withowt  the  aeceasity  of 
constantly  being  preosared  or  saokm 


BUI  of  Righto  of  the  Virginia  Coo- 
stitutlon  was  passed.  With  the  Bill 
Righto  came  “Full  Religious  libertl 
to  the  people.”  This  was  the 
“Separation  of  (Church  and  State"  R 
the  new  country.
